MeGee leaves a wife and four childrea, 
two of that number being adopted by 
him, being the children or his wife. Her 
first husband was killed in a -railroad 
collision near Savannah. The children 
are Mrs. Mike Lambert, John McGee, 
Miss Kate McGee and John Flynn. 

For nearly forty years Mr. McGee 
served the city. Ever jealous of the 
faith reposed in him he was ready to dis- 
'charge-any. duty assigned him. Few men 
/cerved the city more faithfully than he, 
'and fewer still were more exempt than 
he from criticism, either from the public, 
from his superior officers or from his as- 
soctates.

ing victory. While Leader Charlies F. 
| Murphy,.of Tamanny Hall, retained his 
' position at the head of the organization 
| by a narrow margin. 
The Parsons victory 
party was a complete 
tion led by State Chairman 
Jr., and Lemuel E. Quigg. 
had the backing of President 
and Governor Higgins. He telephoned 
the president at Oyster Bay tonight tell- 
'ing him of the victory, and received Mr. 
Roosevelt's warmest congratulations. 
“This means,’ said Mr. Parsons _§to- 
night, ‘“‘that Mr. Odell will not succeed 
himself as state chairman." 

In the democratic battle tweader Mur- 
phy had the fight of his life. The 
friends of Mayor McClellan hgq banded 
together to wrest the control of 'Tam- 
mrany from Murphy, and were very near 
ly successful in doing so.

While it is believed that several lives 
were lost today when several cars of 
the Rock Island train No. -12, north- 
boun, went into the Cimarron river at 
Dover, Okla, because of the collapse 
of the bridge, no bodies have been re- 

vered, and the only person on the

The engine, tender, bagsgae 
mail cars, smoker and day coach of pas- 
senger train No. |2, northbound, left the 
high bridge that spans the Cimarron 
river and plunged into the current flank- 
ed by treacherous quicksands.

The current whirled the’day coach down 
Stream, and lodged it against a sand 
bank. The occupants were helped out 
through the doors and windows. The 
s@oking car floated down stream sub- 
merged ali but the very top. It 
on @ sand bar in the middle of the river, 
and four men were seen to clamber 
through the windows, and pull them- 
Selves @™ top of the car, calling loudly 
for help, but those on shore were unable 
to reach them on account of the high 
water. While they weré begging assist- 
ance, a large mass of driftwood Swept 
down, and carried them from their fragile 
footing. 

Three other men jumped through the 
rear door of the smoker before {;

STORY 1S DENIED. 
BY LUMBER MEN 


Dealers Say Report of Gene- 
tal Shut Down Is False 


Fake Dispatches to Eastern Lumber 
Journals Purporting That Millions 
of Feet of Lumber Is Stand- 
ing Piled Up Occasions 
Action by Lumbermen. 


Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., September 18.—(Special.)— 
Georgia lumber dealers have been called 
upon to explain the announcement’ 
through northern and eastern fake dis- 
patches to the lumber journals that at 


least 1,000 mille would be closed down 
in this state and Plorida and Alabama 
as a result of a ruling by fire commit- 
tees in some of the northern and eastern 
cities where the ban has been placed on 
short leaf pine lumber. A dispatch pur- 
porting to come from Macon was printed 
as follows: 

‘A number of lumbermen in this city in 
conference declare that the ruling out of 
the short leaf pine lumber in the north- 
ern and eastern cities eaused millions 
of feet of lumber to be piled in those 
cities, unasalable even at $3 to $5 less 
than the regular price. As a consequence 
at least 1,000 mills have been closed 
in Georgia, Alabama and Florida and 
will remain closed until there is a revo- 
cation of the ruling.’’ 

Macon lumber dealers assert that there 
has been no such meeting in this city, 
and when the matter was referred to the 
chamber of commerce this morning for 
an ‘explanation by prominent northern 
dealers a reply came from the different 
houses in Macon that there are not 100 
short leaf pine mills in all three of the 
states mentioned in the news account. 
They also further state that they have 
experienced no cut In prices and have not 
piled a single foot of lumber in the cities 
mentioned. 

A prominent Savannah dealer who hap- 
pened to be in Macon said he had just 
booked an order,.for half a million feet 
of short leaf pine lumber to go to Buf- 
falo at once. It is said here that there 
was an effort to “set off’ the market in 
the reports circulated. The matter has 
been taken up with a view of correcting 
the false impression. 

It is said that southern short leaf pine 
stands in its class fully as excellent as 
does the long leaf yellow pine lumber in 
the other lumber trade and that the 
northern and eastern short leaf lumber 
manufacturers were probably behind the 
effort to stop the production of this 
class of lumber in this section of the 
country. The southern dealers will reply 
that the effort was also made to knock 
down the prices of the lumber produced 
in this secfion. Macon lumber dealers 
will assist the chamber of commerce in 
correcting the impression regarding the 
gutput in the three states mentioned ih

FOR ATLANTA 


Continued From Page One. 


Coal Company, one of the largest re- 
tailers of coal in Atlanta, in discussing 
the coal situation here with a Consti- 
tution representative yesterday said: 

“As a

and: householders of Atlanta will soon 
have to pay much _ higher prices for 
their coal unless the roads are forced to 
patch up their differences at once. 

“We have large quantities of Straight 
Creek and other high class domestic 
coals bought from companies whose 
mines are located on the lines of the 
Louisville and Nashville. As long 4s 
this coal was being delivered to our 
yards we were able to reiai) it at the 
prevailing price which has been on a 
basis of $5 per ton for the best coal. 

“So far we have made no advance in 
our prices, but if we are unable to get 
this coal we shall be forced to go out 
and make other contracts at higher 
prices for coal of no better grade. The 
| rowel of this will naturally be an ad- 
vance in prices to the consumer and 
est domestic coal may go to $6 or 
even higher at an early date. 

‘“‘We hope, however, that the railroads 
will adjust their differences and that 
we shall be able to continue to de'iver 
coal to our customers at the prevailing 


prices."’ 
Mine Men on Situation. 

W. P. Neblett, southern sales agent 
for the Straight Creek Coal and Coke 
Company of Louisville, who are one of 
the largest coal producers with mines 
located o nthe lines of the Louisville 
and Nashville, when seen yesterday ar- 
ternoon by a representative of The Con- 
stitution gave out the following state- 
ment: 

“Our company has soid to several of 
the Atlanta dealers large quantities of 
our Straight Creek domestic coal for 
delivery in the city of Atlanta. On ths 
fifth of this month the Southern Rail- 
way issued a general order stating that 
they would not deliver to any local 
dealer whose yards were situated on the 
lines of the Southern any coal what- 
soever coming from the. mines located 
on the Louisville and Nashville rail- 
road. 

“In company with -several of the local 
dealers we called on the Georgia rail- 
road commission this afternoon and the 
members of the commission advised that 
they ‘were powerless to remedy this 
matter as it is interstate business, and 
therefore beyond their control. It de- 
velops that this order on the part of the 
Southern is the outcome of an old griev- 
ance between the two lines, but the con- 
sequences will fall on the people and 
industries of Atlanta. 

“As the result of this ‘fight the coal] 
consumers. of. Atlanta will be forced to 
pay higher for their coal at an eariy 
date.”’ 

The Southern’s Side. 

A Southern railway official, who in- 
sisted that his name should not be used, 
gave out the following statement for pub- 
lication in regard to the position of the 
Southern in the matter, and said that he 
had nothing % add to it. This statement 
was as follows: 

“It is understood that the action of the

The institutions authorized—one in each 
congressional district~are to be schools 
of agriculture or branch colleges of agri- 
culture; for the senate amendment to the 
Perry bil) made the schools branches of 
the University of Georgia, i. e., of the 
state college of agriculture. 

They are not to be high schools or 
schools of -technology. The act does not 
contemplate any work in textiles; that 
belongs to the school of technology. 

J stress these points for the reason that 
it is all important that we shall start 
right. ) 

The course of study—I do not say ‘‘cur- 
riculum’’—I am writing for tht masses of 
the people—shoduld be so formulated that 
a rounded training shall be possible to 
(each student. The course of § study 
‘should be of a character that will at- 
tractively present agriculture as a sci- 
ence, and, at the same time, lead along 
lines of study and general reading that 
will beget in quite every student a de- 
gree of scholarship limited only by intel- 
lectual caipaeity and individual industry. 

Each of the college* farms should be- 
oome a cooperative experiment station. 
| We should thus ‘have in part what Geor- 
gia farmers /have al] these years been in- 
lexcusably denied. [I trust ere long to 
| bave the opportunity of elaborating, in 
;a practical manner, ideas I have for year 
Her anes on this important’ subject. 
|'Think of it; there is not a single co- 
'operative experiment station in the state 
along general ‘agricultura) lines, 

The thought that should find illustra- 
tion by precept and practice, is that farm- 
life need not be a‘ life of drudgery. On 
the contrary ,it should be a life of com- 
fort. and pleasure. The man, equipped 
by education and training, who devotes 
himself to farming can make himself, 
within a reaonable length of time, to a 
greater or less extent, “A Prince in Is- 
rael,’’ The sole condition is that he 
shall exert ‘himself systematically with | 
just two-thirds the energy, the business 
tact, and the work required of a mer- 
chant, a banker, a lawyer, a physician 
or a mechanic in order to win success 
and a competency. 

I am glad to see that considerable ac. 
tivity is manifesting itself in a number of 
the congressional districts in the interest 
of this greates new departure that Geor- 
ga has taken in fifty years. 

You may rest assured that Governor 
Terrell, in appointing in each district one 
trustee for each county, will call to the 
public service the very best material at 
command. I know the profound interest 
which™he feels in the subject. The high 
degree of interest which his excellency | 
is showing in these branch colleges of 
agriculture is not of yesterday. He has 
felt and given public evidence of that 
interest for years. He early sought to 
interest the general assembly in the sub-

district could be aroused to an enthusl- 
astic appreciation of what the state is 
holding out to them. 

A few ‘years ago, in the state house of 
representatives, on the hustings, a pic- 
nic, at every old-time ‘*“Georgia barbecue’”’ 
he was invited to, my brother Snelson, 
of Meriwether county, was accustomed to 
cry out: “Give the girls in cracker bon- 
nets, and the boys with wool hats, a 
chance. 

These branch 
colleges are for the rural girls and boys 
in particular and for city girls and boys 
generally. 

It is in the air that we are in the eve 
of an awakening in Georgia, agricult- 
urally, that will astonish the world.

Tom Fears Carries His Case to the 
United States Court for 
Trial. 

In the United States court the prohthbt- 
tion laws of Georgia, especially that as- 
sumption of some counttes of the state 
that liquor coulq mot be shipped into a 
dry county from a wet county, Is to be 

tested. 

A case which had its orrgin In Butts 
county several years ago, and which has 
been thrashed out in the various courts 
of the state from the justice court, where 
{its first record is shown, to the state 
supreme court, will give the national 
courts an apportunity to determine 
twether one under sentence to court. to 
pay a fine and to serve a term has been 
wrongfully deprived of his rights and his 
Itberty, and whether or not the inter- 
state commerce law has been violated by 
# refusal to transmit goods from a county 
where the commodity is a recognized 
legal traffic quantity {nto a county where 
that same commodity has been outlawed 
by acts of the state. 

In August, 1904. Tom Fears. a farmer 
and a livestock dealer in Butts county, 
was arrested, charged with selling liquor, 
that liquor having been presumably ship- 
ped into Butts from another . county, 
where the sale of liquor is legal. Fears 
was found guilty, and was sentenced in 
February lest to a term of two years 
and to the payment of a thousand dol- 
lars. His attorneys, O. M. Dukes, o! 
Jackson, and C. P. Thompson, of Atlanta. 
fomght the case through every court in 
the state, and at each turn the decision 
of the lower court was confirmed, and 
recently Sheriff Wilson, of Butts, was ai 
rected by Judge Reagan to tranefer 
Fears to the chaingang. 

Last night Fears’ attorneys appeared 
before Judge Pardee and secured a super- 
sedeas, and was granted an appeal to 
the United States courts, Fears bond was 
fixeq at 86.500.
